Christians rout 
leftists from towns 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Christian 
forces routed leftist gunmen from two 
northern mountain towns today, but said 
the retreating forces massacred un­ 
armed civilians in the town of Chekka 
and left their bodies sprawled in the 
streets, 
The leftists countered with charges of 
widespread atrocities by the Christians, 
saying Moslem civilians were “mar­ 
tyred” in four days of fighting along the 
northern coastline. 
The death toll in fighting throughout 
Lebanon soared to nearly 600 by Thurs­ 
day evening —the largest single death 
toll in 15 months of civil war. 
The 
fighting left Christians in control of 
Chekka, 41 miles north of Beirut, and 
Amioun, the leftist stronghold nine miles 
inland 
“Now that we have liberated the 
(northern) district, we are ready to 
resume liberating the remainder of 
Lebanese soil from the aliens and in-

A leftist-Palest ini an force overran 
Chekka earlier this week to avenge the 
rightist siege of the Tal Zaatar refugee 
camp, now in its 19th day. 
The returning Christians, pouring into 
the mountain town today, said the lef­ 
tists had committed atrocities in Chekka 
“which surpassed Nazi crimes.” 
“ People were massacred in their 
homes, others killed on the pavements 
and yet others burned down inside their 
cars,” a rightist radio said. It said the 
bodies of unarmed men, women and 
children blanketed the streets 
The loss of Amioun—a significant set­ 
back for the Moslem and leftist 
alliance— was confirmed by Imam 
Raad, chief of the northern towns’ main 
leftist party 
A leftist radio said “the Syrian-rightist 
alliance is pushing matters to the brink 
of the abyss. .. litis can only be con­ 
fronted by a long-winded military 
strategy." 
Arab attempts to halt the fighting 
collapsed as Libya’s Premier Abdel 
Salam Jalioud Thursday fc’lowed Arab 
League Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad in leaving Beirut for Damascus. 
The unconfirmed reports said Jalioud 
secured the pledge in return for a 
Palestinian agreement to reopen the 
Beirut offices of the Syrian-controlled 
Saiqa guerrilla group. 


Reagan 
battles for

CHICAGO (UPI) - Ronald Reagan, 
locked in a GOP delegate hunt with 
President Ford in which each side 
urgently searches for an advantage, is 
now privately mentioning former Texas 
Gov. John Connally as a running mate. 
According to one delegate who at­ 
tended a meeting between Reagan and 
delegates from three Midwest states 
Thursday, Reagan offered the names of 
Connally and Treasury Secretary 
WUUam Simon both as possible vice 
presidential choices. He also reportedly 
agreed with one delegate that Sen. 
Howard Baker of Tennessee also would 
be a good selection. 
Reagan, who was badly beaten by Ford 
in North Dakota delegate selections 
Thursday, heads to Colorado today 
where he is confident he will make a 
significantly better showing. 
The former California governor gained 
only four of North Dakota's 18 delegates 
while Ford emerged from that state's 
convention with 12. The other two 
remained uncommitted 
In Colorado, where 25 delegates are at 
slake Saturday, the Reagan campaign is 
counting on winning at least 19 to add to 
the six he already has won there 
He spent the bulk of Thursday closeted 
in a suburban Chicago hotel hosting 
delegates from Illinois and neighboring 
Missouri and Indiana. 
The delegates came from the ranks of 
the uncommitted, from Reagan’s own 
supporters and from delegates selected 
as uncommitteds but believed siding 
with Ford. 
Illinois state Rep Joseph Sevcik told 
reporters that Reagan, when asked about 
his preference for s running mate, ad­ 
vanced the names of Connally and 
Simon. 
Sevcik said he asked about Baker and 
Reagan agreed the senator also would be 
a good vice presidential selection. 
Italian premier 
says he'll resign 


ROME (UPI) - Aides to Premier 
Aldo Moro said he would resign today, 
sparking a post-election crisis that may 
give Italian Communists their first 
cabinet posts in 29 years. 
The sides said Moro was scheduled to 
hand his resignation to President 
Giovanni Leone at 12: SO p.m. EDT 
The Christian Democratic premier 
first offered his resignation April 30 
afte r his m inority cabinet lost 
Socialist support, but later agreed to 
serve on as a caretaker pending national 
elections 
The June 20-21 elections resulted in 
• heavy Communist gains although the 
Christian Democrats retained their posi­ 
tion as Italy’s largest party. 


Politicians said Leone had been ex­ 
pected to start new consultations with 
political leaders Monday on formation of 
Italy’s 39th government in 33 years 
Whoever is chosen as Moro s successor 
will have difficulty keeping the Com­ 
munists out of Ms cabinet 


LONG BEACH (UPI) - Pat Nixon’s 
doctor said today the former first lady 
was in “excellent’ spirits and he was 
“ hopeful” she would make a full 
recovery from the stroke which 
hospitalized her. 
But Mrs. Nixon was not yet out of 
danger. Dr. John Lungren said in a 
morning news briefing and “the serious­ 
ness will continue for the next two to 
three days.” 
Lungren said Mrs. Nixon, who suffered 
the stroke at her San Clemente home 
Wednesday and was hospitalized Thurs­ 
day, was getting out of bed for brief 
periods of exercise. 
Mrs. Nixon has, he said, “some motor 
ability but it is very weak. She can walk 
but only with assistance.” 
“Former first lady Patricia Nixon had 
an uneventful night,” he said. 
Mrs. Nixon underwent a bbttery of 
diagnostic studies Thursday which 
Lungren said were “within normal 
limits" or “essentially normal.” 
Lungren said he and another doctor 
“feel that the vascular catastrophe (or 
stroke) was probably the result of a 
small hemorrhage in the right cerebral 
cortex of the brain. Upon examination 
this morning, we found Mrs. Nixon still 
has both motor weakness and some loss 
of sensation in her left arm, left leg and 
left side of face as well as a continued sl­ 
ight slurring of speech.” 
He said he believed the hemorrhaging 
had stopped. 
In response to questioning by news 
media, Lungren said Mrs. Nixon’s mood 
was “excellent. It always has been.” 
Asked if the was out of danger, he said, 
“No.” 
“The seriousness will continue for the 
next two to three days.” 
said he was watching the 
biouise df the stress 
of the hospitalization of his wife but so 
far the former President is “excellent 
and Пае but naturally he is concerned.” 
Mrs. Nixon was on the critical care 
floor at Long Beach Memorial Hospital 
where her husband came close to death 
21 months ago. 


Nixon, who rode in an ambulance with 
his wife and their daughter, Julie Eisen­ 
hower, to the hospital from the family 
home in San Clemente, did not speak to 
newsmen about his wife’s illness 


But Dr. Jack M. Mosier, the specialist 
called in by the Nixon family physician, 
said the former president was “being 
very nice and* being very realistic,” and 
told him “he wanted me to treat her like 
! Worfd any other patient.” 
In Chicago, former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan told reporters Nixon had 
told him by telephone that “her condi­ 
tion is stabilized and that they are very 
hopeful, but they won’t really know — 
because of the nature of the stroke — for 
some 48 hours” the seriousness of her 
condition. . 


Nixon left the hospital late Thursday 
afternoon but Mrs. Eisenhower stayed as 
her mother ate a light meal and waited 
for the Nixons’ other daughter, Trida 
Cox, to arrive from New York. 9ie 
reached the hospital shortly after 8 p.m. 
and spent about an hour with her mother. 
The two daughters left together and 
refused to speak with newsmen. 


“ Mrs. Nixon is a very charming 
patient,” Mosier said, “a good intellect, 
bright, alert and is taking things very, 
very well and very cheerfully.” 
Wholesale prices in 
0.4 per cent climb 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A surge in 
the cost of steel and gasoline forced all 
wholesale prices up 0.4 per cent in June, 
the Labor Department reported today. 
While price increases for food and 
farm products eased during June, the se­ 
cond quarter of 1976 —April, May and 
June—produced an annual inflation rate 
of 6.6 per cent in the wholesale market. 
This meant inflation has been heating 
up substantially since the first quarter, 
when wholesale prices declined at an an­ 
nual rate of 1.8 per cent. President 
Ford’s economic advisers have long in­ 
sisted the first quarter rate was too low 
to be maintained. 
The June increase in wholesale prices 
was 0.1 per cent larger than during May, 
but only half as Mg as April. 
Metals and fuels prices accounted for 
more than half of June’s 0.5 per cent in­ 
crease in industrial commodities — the 
largest such increase in six months 
An 0.4 per cent rise in processed food 
and feed prices and an 0.3 per cent in­ 
crease for farm products w ere 
significantly smaller than in the two 
preceding months. 
The Wholesale Price Index stood at 
183.1 in June, a 5.4 per cent increase in 
the last 12 months. This meant that 
wholesale goods costing $100 in 1967 now 
cost $183.10. 
Selected steel price increases were 
blamed for most of the 1.1 per cent in­ 
crease on all metal products. Prices of 


steel mill products rose 3.3 per cent 
before seasonal adjustment. 
Economists warn these steel price 
increases—combined with other in­ 
creases announced recently for copper, 
aluminum and some other metals—will 
begin to hit the consumer directly this 
summer in the prices charged for home 
appliances. 
Fuel prices rose 1 per cent, primarily 
because of soaring gasoline prices. 
Natural gas, electric power and crude 
petroleum costs also climbed, but the 
price of commerical jet fuel declined.

Close scrutiny of LEDA 
efforts planned by city

{Editor’s Note: This is the first in a 
sefies of articles detailing changes in 
fufding of the Lompoc Economic 
Development Association, their aims, 
frustrations and city relationship). 
An amendment to the contract 
between the City of Lompoc and Lompoc 
Economic Development Association has 
signaled the city’s serious concern with 
the lack of economic and industrial 
development in the Lompoc Valley and it 
is threatening the financial foundation of 
LEDA. 
The amendment is a confusing piece of 
legal lingo which, said City Attorney 
Alân Davidson, very simply “allows City 
Council ’a little more latitude in when 
money is paid so council can, from time 
to time look into the matter and discuss 
the program with LED A.” Dated June 
18.) 197$, it is signed by both Lompoc 
Matyor E.C. Stevens and LEDA Presi­ 
lt Lloyd Spear. 
7hat the paragraph nine addition to 
the LEDA contract also does is permit 
the city to fund LEDA only three months 
time instead of in year-long blocks 
those appropriated to LEDA for the 
five year*. 
LEDA was created five years ago 
junction with the city as a non­ 
profit corporation “to provide a continu­ 
ing program of economic and industrial 
development in and for the City of Lom­ 
poc and its environs,” states its contract 
with the city. 
“It was originally conceived,” said 
LEDA Executive Director Charles Car­ 
michael. “within the Chamber of Com­ 
merce which felt a need in some manner, 
to do outside public relations work for 
the valley. ' 
“It felt a separate entity was neces­ 
sary, which could be devoted full-time to 
the task of broadening the economic base 
and improving the economic conditions 
in the city.” 
The main incentive behind an 
economic development association was a 
chronic unemployment rate in the Lom­ 
poc Valley. The overall unemployment 
rate was estimated In excess of IS per 
cent, according to a special October 1975 
census The rate for the unemployed 


at

between the ages of 22 and 28 has been 
placed as high as 24 per cent, according 
to Mayor Stevens 
For the last half decade, the city an­ 
nually has appropriated $20,000 to LEDA 
with the remainder of the LEDA budget 
coming from private monthly business 
donations. These have averaged about 
$10,000 a year, according to Carmichael. 
But, the LEDA has failed to fulfill the 
dreams of its originators. 
"It (LEDA) has been unsuccessful in 
its efforts to bring industries to the 
city,” explained Stevens. 
In five years, Carmichael said the 
organization has helped several “ (very) 
small industries” get started, but not a 
single large-employing Mg industry 
To add to the dilemma, city sources 
said the city budget was tighter this year 
than usual, causing closer scrutiny of 
city expenditures. City Administrator 
Gene Wahlers said, however, this year’s 
action was carried over from last year’s 
budget review in June 
The amendment to the LEDA contract 
with the city grew out of a special 
adjourned session of City Council June 
10 During that session, Councilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz reported a recommen­ 
dation (to council) reached in a meeting 
between Chamber of Commerce, LEDA 
and city officials, including herself and 
Stevens. 
The recommendation was that council 
extend LEDA funding for one additional 
quarter and to concentrate on a 
“monumental” effort to secure some 
results. 
The recommendation also called for 
LEDA to submit a proposal for achieving 
results. 30 to 45 days after July 1 and an 
evaluation at the end of the funding 
period as to whether any substantial 
progress has been made. 
The council agreed to have a joint 
meeting of City Council and the LEDA 
Board of Directors sometime in July. As 
yet, no date has been set. 
Just what will happen at the “joint 
working meeting,” as Mayor Stevens 
called it, is unclear. 
“The City Council and the LEDA 
Board of Directors will be evaluating op­ 
tions available to us,” Stevens said. ’’We 
are not withdrawing support from 


LEDA. we are just looking into more ef­ 
fective ways of protecting our invest­ 
ment 
“The meeting kind of evolved from a 
general feeling on council and among 
members of LEDA who wanted to re­ 
examine and make the efforts of the as­ 
sociation more effective,” said Wahlers. 
“I feel strongly.” added Wahlers, 
“that there is a critical need to pursue 
the LEDA program as such in getting 
compatiMe industry in the valley to solve 
a chronic and severe unemployment 
problem ” 
“They want to see some results from 
the money they have put into LEDA,” 
said Spear “ It is going to put us on our 
toes if we have to justify quarterly in­ 
stead of annually and it will give us more 
incentive 
At the end of the funding period, 
around late September, City Council will 
again consider the LEDA subsidy There 
appear three likely alternatives — con­ 
tinue funding at the past level, reduce 
city support or ax the city subsidy com­ 
pletely. 
Spear said he has talked with “two or 
three members of council” who In­ 
dicated they wanted to see LEDA subsist 
because of the support it gamers from 
its members. He emphasized that LEDA 
is trying to work closer with the city and 
he feels this will be beneficial. 
City officials flatly deny the review of 
LEDA is an attempt to spread city 
jurisdiction over the association. 
Wahlers 
replied, “No,” when 
i simply 
asked the question. 
“The council’s Intent,” explained the 
city administrator, “is to take a closer 
look at the program. The interest simply 
is to re-examine the program and to set 
how it can be more effecrive 
“I feel the action Is a proper one — 
that a review of a program that has been 
in existence for five years certainly is 
warranted.“ he added. 
WaMer said that although he “didn’t 
give council a report on this particular 
Hem,” he agreed with its action. 
Mayor Stevens said, “This is not the 
part of a blueprint in which the dty Is go­ 
ing to try to take over the LEDA, 
however, this may evolve as the end 
result after our consultations ”

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Commission 
gets okay 
on spending 


It will no longer be necessary 
to get city council approval for 
small expenditures made from 
the Lompoc Beautification 
Fund as a result of action taken 
at the last council meeting. 
Community Development 
Director Jack Lam explained 
the reason for giving the 
Beautification Commission 
authorization to make expen­ 
ditures up to $1,500 from the 
fund without going through the 
council for each request. 
"The Beautification Commis­ 
sion often develops projects 
which do not involve a large ex­ 
penditure of funds and require 
immediate action in order to 
capitalize on the interest by 
persons making voluntary con­ 
tributions to the project or to 
take advantage of immediately 
availab le econom ies in 
materials or labor," Lam said. 
Under the former procedure, 
when such projects were 
developed the commission had 
no flexibility other than to wait 
for the next available council 
meeting to request authoriza­ 
tion for expenditure of funds, 
Lam said 
"There hi a need to develop 
greater flexibility for the 
Beautification Commission to 
act upon and implement 
beautification projects and to 
reduce the administrative time 
involved in processing the 
authorization requests to the 
council,” Lam said in his 
recommendation, which the 
council approved. 
Such items as landscaping 
materials and planters to im­ 
plement beautification projects 
would be the type of purchases 
made. Lam noted. 
He added that the beautifica­ 
tion fund is made up of a 13.000 
item in the Com m unity 
Development 
Department 
budget pli» voluntary contribu­ 
tions that come in from resi­ 
dents of the community who are 
given an opportunity to pledge a 
specific amount to be added to 
their monthly utility bills for 
this purpose.

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Ford widens delegate lead 


United Press International 
President Ford, who struck 
out on some of his personal 
campaign trips, is having better 
luck at home in the White 
House. 
While Ronald Reagan jetted 
about the country Thursday 
seeking support, Ford 
remained in Washington, dined 
with Queen Elizabeth at the 
British Embassy, and widened 
his national GOP convention 
delegate lead by 13. 
North Dakota Republicans 
elected 12 delegates committed 
to the President — three more 
than Ford's men had predicted. 
Reagan, who had been warmly 
greeted at,the North Dakota 
state convention, got only four 
delegates and two more were 
uncommitted. 
An uncommitted Maine dele­ 
gate and four uncommitted 
New York delegates also came 
out for Ford. The New York 
decision was announced by New 
York GOP Chairman Richard 
Rosenbaum a day after Ford in­ 
cluded him in the select list of 
guests for the White House din­ 
ner honoring Queen Elizabeth. 
The shifts pushed Ford’s 
delegate total in the UPI count 
to 1,061. That's 49 short of the 
nomination. Reagan has 996 
delegates and 102 are uncom­ 
mitted. 
Twenty-five delegates will be 
chosen Saturday in Colorado 
and 20 in Utah and 35 in Connec­ 
ticut the following weekend to 
end the Republican selection 
process. 
Reagan flew from North 
Dakota to Chicago, where he 
met delegates from Illinois, 
Missouri and Indiana. He plan­ 
ned to head west for Saturday’s 
Colorado GOP meeting. 
A poll of Democratic dele­ 
gates showed Jimmy Carter 
picking up more than 100 more 
national convention votes the 
past two days. That brought his 
total in the UPI count to 1,804 
delegates — nearly 300 more 
than needed to win the nomina­ 
tion next Thursday 
Rex Granum. Carter's press 
director, said the candidate 
hopes to be nominated by ac­ 
clamation on the first ballot to 
“illustrate a real deep unity 
within the party.” 
Carter discussed the vice- 
presidential nomination with 
two senators, Walter Mondale 
of Minnesota and John Glenn of 
Ohio, at his home in Plains, 
Ga . and said both were “com­ 
patible” with him. He said he 
felt the same way about Sen. 
Edmund Muskte. whom he saw 
last Monday, and other pros­

"It's not taking any runs right 
now.” he said. “It took a big 
run out to Lucerne Valley late 
last night but since then it 
hasn't done a lot.” 
Federal and state firemen 
were brought in from both 


Northern and Southern Cali­ 
fornia to fight the out-of-control 
blaze. 
The fire started Thursday at 
Coxey Meadow near Forest 
Spring Campground and burned 
through Lucerne Valley down 
the desert slopes of the San Ber­ 
nardino Mountains.

Gur said, and the C130 Hercules 
planes carrying the hostages 
took off 53 minutes after their 
arrival, two minutes less than 
the operation took in a dress 
rehearsal somewhere in Israel 
Friday night. 
Gur declined to reveal how 
the planes managed to land at 
Entebbe without incident but 
said his men moved so quickly 
the hijackers and Ugandan 
soldiers undoubtedly “did not 
understand until the last mo­ 
ment what really happened.” 
He credited exceptional intel­ 
ligence work for the mission s 
success and said the Israeli 
soldiers knew where to go next 
at all times. 
“The operation was success­ 
ful from all points of view, 
political and military.” he said.

World famous violinist Yehu­ 
di Menuhin played, as did stu­ 
dents from his school at Stoke 
d’Abernon, Surrey, England. 
The royal couple were to fly 
from Washington to Newark to­ 
day, there to board the royal 
yacht Britannia for the voyage 
past the Statue of Liberty into 
New York Harbor and a 
greeting from Mayor Abraham 
Beame and Gov. Hugh Carey. 
First Lady Betty Ford did not 
a tend the banquet at the British 
Embassy because of a bad cold. 
Only 84 guests received 
coveted dinner invitations, but 
another 1,800 persons were in­ 
vited to an after-dinner recep­ 
tion. 
At the reception, the Queen 
chatted briefly with heavy­ 
weight champion Muhammad 
All. She discussed the leg injury 
he sustained in a recent bout 
with a Japanese wrestler That 
“sounds very painful." the 
Queen said.

Strike picture in U.S.

Litter bins became makeshift 
garbage dumps in Philadelphia 
Thursday, garbage rotted in the 
streets m Raleigh, N.C., and 
18,000 auto workers had their 
working hours cut because of a 
strike at a key Chrysler engine 
plant. 
Picket-line scuffles and ar­ 
rests heightened tensions in a 
strike by 40,000 nonmedical 
workers against 34 New York 
hospitals. More than 20 persons 
have been arrested in scuffles 
between police and striking X- 
ray technicians and nursing, 
housekeeping and dietary aides. 
The strike began Wednesday in 
a contract dispute between 
privately owned hospitals and 
the National Union of Hospital 
and Health Care Employes. 
The walkout threatened to 
spread to 10 municipal hospitals 
and 14 nursing homes this 
weekend. 
One of the few bright spots 
was Chattanooga, Tenn., where 
garbage trucks made their 
rounds for the first time in a 
week, following an agreement 
that ended a two-day wildcat 
strike by public workers. Under 
the agreement, the City Council 
will consider a proposal for a 25 


per cent pay hike for the 
workers. 
Chrysler put workers on four- 
hour shifts at plants in Detroit, 
Windsor, Ont., Belvidere, 111., 
and Warren, Mich., because of 
a strike of some 4,400 workers 
at its Trenton, Mich., engine 
plant over health and safety is­ 
sues. 
The struck plant is the sole 
source of Chrysler’s two largest 
engines. A Chrysler spokesman 
said even if the strike ends this 
week the cutbacks will continue. 
Philadelphia sanitation work­ 
ers ended a slowdown on orders 
from union leaders but con­ 
tinued to refuse overtime in a 
week-old contract dispute with 
the city. Garbage collections 
ran 15 to 20 per cent behind nor­ 
mal and residents hauled trash 
to any and all available recep­ 
tacles. 
Raleigh city officials said 
they would fire striking sanita­ 
tion workers who failed to show 
up for work today. City resi­ 
dents picked up trash bags at 
fire stations Thursday in a do- 
it-yourself garbage disposal 
program as about 175 sanitation 
workers vowed to stay off the 
job until the city meets de­ 
mands for a 3.5 per cent wage 


increase atop a 5 per cent raise 
that went into effect Wednes­ 
day. City officials said there 
was no money for the raise. 
The 79-day-old strike of rub­ 
ber workers against four big 
tiremakers — Goodyear, B E. 
Goodrich, Firestone and 
Uniroyal — remained stalema­ 
ted. 
Some 150 clerical workers 
went on strike against the 
Teamsters Local 299 in Detroit. 
The workers, not represented 
by the Teamsters, demanded a 
contract “as good — or almost 
as good” as the Teamsters 
have. 
Negotiations continued on a 
day-to-day basis in Palo Alto, 
Calif., to avert a strike that 
could shut down almost all of 
California’s fruit canning indus­ 
try. ; 
Representatives of 28 canning 
companies and 13 Teamster 
Union locals agreed to give 
each other 24 hours’ notice 
before a strike or lockout. A 
shutdown now could close 95 
per cent of the canning industry 
at the height of the fruit and 
vegetable processing season 
and affect 100,000 farm workers 
in addition to canning em­ 
ployes. 
U.S. death rate: all time low 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation’s death rate dropped to 
an all time low last year, the 
National Center for Health 
Statistics reported Thursday, 
but the percentage of people dy­ 
ing of cancer climbed to a 
record high. 
The cen ter estim ated 
1,910.000 persons died in the 
United States in 1975, compared 
with 1.934.388 in 1974. The death 
rate dipped to a new low of 9.0 
deaths per 1,000 population, 
down 2.2 per cent from the 9.2 
deaths per 1,000 population in 
1974. 
Heart diseases accounted for 
37.8 per cent of all deaths last 
year, cancer 19.5 per cent, 
stroke and related diseases 10.2 
per cent, accidents 5.3 per cent, 
and flu and pneumonia 3.0 per 
cent. 
Although heart diseases re­ 
mained the top killer, their 
death rate declined. The 1975 


heart disease mortality rate 
was 330 deaths per 100,000 pop­ 
ulation. down 2.9 per cent from 
1974 s rate of 349.2 deaths per 
100.000 persons. 
Cancer death rates increased 
2.3 per cent over 1974 to the 
highest level ever recorded. 
The center estimated that 174.4 
of every 100,000 persons died 
last year of cancer, up from the 
1974 death rate of 170.5 per 
100,000. 
The greatest increases in 
cancer deaths were for lung and 
other respiratory cancers and 
cancers of the digestive organs 
and peritoneum. The only type 
of cancer with a declining death 
rate was cancer of the genital 
organs. 
Accidents in general were 
down from *9.5 deaths per 
100.000 persons in 1974 to 47.6 
deaths last year. 
The death rate for motor 
vehicle accidents, which fell 17 


per cent in 1974. dropped 
another 5 per cent in 1975. Last 
year’s motor vehicle death rate 
was 20.9 per 100,000 population, 
compared to 22.0 in 1974. The 
center credited the nation’s 55- 
mile per hour speed limit with 
the decline. 
Deaths from strokes and 
related diseases dropped 6.4 per 
cent, from 98.1 deaths per 
100.000 population to 91.8 
deaths. 
Flu and pneumonia — togeth­ 
er the fifth largest cause of 
deaths — accounted for 27.0 
deaths per 100.000 population 
last year, compared to 25.9 in 
1974. A flu epidemic in the first 
quarter of 1975 accounted for 
the increase. 


Art treasure 
stolen from 
Harvard chief 


CAMBRIDGE. Mast (UPI) 
— Six oil paintings worth 
almost 8400,000 were stolen 
from the Cambridge home of 
Harvard University President 
Derek Bok, apparently while 
Bok and his wife were asleep. 
Five of the paintings were on 
loan from the university's Fogg 
Art Museum. Two of the 
paintings were by the 19th cen­ 
tury French impressionist 
Eugene Boudin 
They were stolen either late 
Wednesday or early Thursday 
morning while the Boks were 
sleeping. Cambridge police Sgt. 
Dominic Scalese said. 
“We are involved in the in­ 
vestigation.” an FBI spokes­ 
man said.

26 quake and subsequent 
landslides had reached 426, but 
the toll was expected to reach 
into the thousands.

Ag preserve assessed value 
reduction near $17 million 


By DICK PRAUL 
Cumulative assessed valuation reduction in 
eight years of the county agricultural preserve 
program through 1975 was $16.9 million, or 1.78 
per cent of the total county assessed valuation, 
the County Agricultural Preserve Advisory 
Committee has reported. 
The report is in response to a request from the 
County Planning Commission to report on the 
fiscal impact of the California Land Conserva­ 
tion Act of 1966 on Santa Barbara County. 
Committee chairman Walter Alves, chief ap­ 
praiser of the assessor’s office, said the 
program implemented in this county on March 1, 
1968. had included 461,615 acres by March, 1975, 


or about 60.7 per cent of the total of 759,853 acres 
of privately owned agricultural land. 
Alves reported that the cumulative assessed 
value reduction and percentage of total roll has 
remained below 3 per cent each year with only 
one year exceeding 2.3 per cent. He added, “ It 
has been the expressed position of the Board of 
Supervisors that the amount of tax shift would 
be acceptable even without subvention pay­ 
ments now authorized.’.’ 
Subvention payments, he showed, have 
“ served to further reduce the shift over the last 
few years,” with $287,924 received in 1973, and 
$307,728 received in 1974. A further amount is 
due this year for 1975.

Sophisticated travelers al­ 
ready get the lower rate by 
purchasing separate tickets for 
California and Texas intrastate 
portions of their travel, the 
board said, and only those un­ 
aware of the fare differential 
actually pay the higher prices. 
The double fare structure 
originated so interstate car­ 
riers, subject to CAB regula­ 
tion. could compete with the 
low prices charged by state- 
regulated intrasute carriers 
such as Southwest Airlines in 
Texas and Air California and 
PSA in California. 
The CAB said intrastate 
travelers pay $12.25 to travel on 
a major airline flight between 
Los Angeles and San Diego, 
compared to $23 paid by inter­ 
state travelers on the same 
flight. It said they pay 915 for 
flights between San Antonio and 
Houston, compared to $31 for 
interstate travelers. 
“It is clearly in the public in­ 
terest to allow (the interstate 
airlines) to maintain competi­ 
tive fares.” the board said.

Weil granted the dismissal 
Thursday at the request of 
Presley’s attorney, Ronald A. 
Dwyer. He refused, however, to 
dismiss the Las Vegas Hilton as 
defendant noting that the hotel 
hkd improperly notified the 
four men of Thursday’s hear­ 
ing. 
The men, Kenneth MacKen- 
zie, Roberto MacKenzie, Mario 
M Martinez and Marcelo Elias, 
charged that Presley and un­ 
identified friends attacked 
the n at the hotel on Feb. 19, 
1973. “beat the head of one 
against a wall, and threatened 
to kidnap and kill (them).’’ 
They said they were falsely 
arrested and imprisoned for 
“vagrancy under the influence 
of alcohol." 
Each had sought 9500,000 
general damages and 9500.000 
punitive damages. 
Judge Well granted the dis­ 
missal saying the men failed to 
serve him with the suit within 
the three year statute of limita­ 
tions. 


A federal indictment, handed 
up Thursday, accused the 
suspects of planning since 
January 1974 to set up the 
operations near construction 
camps around Valdez, Alaska, 
the southern terminus of the 
800-mile pipeline.

Sources said he 
did extensive legal work for the 
Teamsters Union in Alaska. 
—Alexander Miller, 54, Fair­ 
banks, a former Democratic 
national com m itteem an. A 
legislative assistant to ex- 
Alaska Gov. William Egan, he 
is now an executive with 
Alaskan International -Airlines. 
-C harles “The Blade" Touri- 
ne. 69. Miami, also known as 
Charles White. Testimony 
before a U.S. Senate committee 
in 1973 described him as a 
Mafia associate since the mid- 
1940s when he handled “num­ 
bers" for the Genovese mob in 
the New York-New Jersey 
area. 
Also indicted was Jake L. 
Shumaker. 44, formerly of Fre- 
m ont.Calif. He owns a con­ 
struction company which did 
earth-moving work for the 
pipeline. He owns the Acres 
B ar in V aldex, and in ­ 
vestigators said the saloon 
became the center for prostitu­ 
tion activity. 


The five others were: Donald 
R. Owens, 48, La Plata, Md., 
owner of a liquor store and a co- 
oWtter in 1974 of two casinos in 
Carson City, Nev.; Frank E. 
I rick. 58, Anchorage, a realtor; 
Donald MacNamee, 33, opera­ 
tor of a Valdez trailer park; 
Andrew Day, 41, Valdez, an 
employe of the North Star Ter­ 
minal of Stevedor, Inc.; and 
Vickie Cornell, 37, who was b o 
cused of transporting two 
women from San Francisco for 
the purposes of sex. 
Investigators said the con­ 
spirators also planned to set up 
a similar gambling and sex 
operation in Anchorage. 
They said McVeigh, Irick, 
Schumaker and Owens attended 
planning sessions in a San Fran­ 
cisco hotel in 1974. Sometimes 
present were “Vic Rossi" and 
“Cosimo Morganti" — the two 
undercover FBI agents. 
The two girls imported from 
here were arrested by state 
troopers cm July 5, 1975. They 
had arrived in Alaska the 
previews month.

Teen pro sets pace 
at Women's tourney

MONTREAL - The sunlight 
coming through the hotel win­ 
dow seemed to strike too 
harshly on Mark Spitz’s tanned 
face, smooth except for the 
trace of boy-like blemishes on 
his right cheek and the black 
mustache that allows him at 26 
to look older than a teen-ager. 
He was in M ontreal in 
preparation for the 1976 Olym­ 
pics in which he will be a color 
commentator for swimming for 
ABC television. 
Spitz sat now in a green chair 
and wore a blue-and-gold- 
striped rubber jersey and blue 
jeans. His bare feet were prop­ 
ped up on a footstool. His toes 
appear more bulbous than 
most, his feet and ankles are 
thick, too. 
He is about 5 feet 9 inches tall 
and his legs are not particularly 
long hut he has the unusual 
ability to flex his lower legs sl­ 
ightly forward at the knees, 
permitting him to kick six to 12 
inches deeper in the water than 
his swimming opponents. It was 
an advantage that helped him at 
the 1972 Munich Olympic 
Games win an unprecedented 
seven gold medals. 
His triumphs — before the 
marvel of a worldwide televi­ 
sion audience — made him 
nearly instantly one of the most 
famous people on the face of the 
earth. 
On the morning following his 
seventh gold medal victory, 
Spitz was escorted to a press 
conference to discuss, he 
thought, his swimming. When 
he got th e re , he found 
"pandemonium.” He learned 
for the first time that terrorists 
had invaded the quarters of 
Israeli Olympians. 
“I was hit with a barrage of 
questions about it.” said Spitz. 
*T didn’t know what to say. I 
was shocked, stunned, you 
name it. The press wanted my 
words because, first, I was 
Jew ish , and second they 
thought I was some kind of 
spokesmen for the athletes. 
“My swimming coaches were 
there They kept saying to the 
press. ’That’s an unfair ques­ 
tion. Mark’s no authority,* and 
so on and so on. 
"Some people thought I was 
hushed up. I wasn't hushed up. 
And I wasn’t hard-hearted. I 
didn’t know what to say, except 
that I thought it was a terrible, 
terrible thing. Then I was taken 
out of there and retumed.to my 
room. 
"Nine secret service men 
were waiting for me there. 


“This has never been told 
before, but I was asked to leave 
Munich. The International 
Olympic C om m ittee, The 
German Munich police and the 
United States State Depart­ 
ment all asked me to leave. 
They thought it was dangerous 
for me to stay. I was told to 
pack my things immediately. 
“Well, the television was cm 
and, for the first time, I saw 
one of those white-hooded guys 
on the balcony. The new­ 
scasters were told to say I was 
on a boat to the United States, 
while I sat and watched in my 
room in Munich. Frankly, I was 
scared to hell. I was taken to 
England, and then to the United 
States. 
“What was I to do?; What was 
I to say? But I am certain of one 
thing. It was the beginning of 
the end for me.” 
Mark blinked several times 
as the sun 
hit hi&i: But it 
wasn’t the sun that made him 
blink It is a nervous habit, as 
his slight stammer when begin­ 
ning some sentences 
“I had wanted so much to 
bade in my wins,” he continued. 
”1 had worked my tail off for 14 
years for this moment. I had set 
a goal four years ago to win at 
least one individual gdld medal, 
after I won only an individual 
silver cme in Mexico City in the 
’68 Olympics. 
"Oh, man. I wanted to walk 
to the track, walk around the 
Olympic Village, and have 
people come over to me, con­ 
gratulate me — I felt like a cat 
who wants to lick the milk all 
over my chops. And then the 
tragedy struck. 
"I prepared myself carefully 
for the four years leading up to 
1972. There was never any way 
I could have prepared myself 
for what happened ia the next 
four years. 
"There was nothing left for 
me to do in athletics. I mean, 
should 1 strive for eight gold 
m edals in ’76? That was 
ludicrous. 1 actually nailed 
myself to the wall as a swimm­ 
ing competitor. 
“When I Returned home, I 
was treated as something 
special. I had tremendous op­ 
portunities to make a lot erf 
money. Well, I know that 
athletes have taken advantage 
of this — Joe Namath cut off his 
mustache on tv for $10,000, for 
example. Swimmers never had 
such a chance, though. Now I 
did. I endorsed products. I was 
asked to do tv variety shows, 
got book offers, business deals 
— well I got an agent, and I 


tried to get the best of it 
"1 did fine financially, but in 
the process I seemed to anger a 
lot of people. People said I was 
a terrible actor. Well, what did 
they expect, without any train­ 
ing — Charleton Heston? They 
thought I was a money-grubber. 
What’s wrong with making a 
dollar? 
"But my biggest mistake was 
that I became practically a 
recluse after the Olympics, I 
didn’t know how to handle all 
this criticism. I didn’t know 
how to handle the press. 
"I’d been swimming since I 
was 10 — when I set my first 
world record — but I never until 
now spent much time talking 
about myself to the press. 
Every interview seemed to be 
like I was on a psychiatrist’s 
couch. I began to listen to 
myself talk. And I hated it. It 
all seemed so meaningless. 
Over and over again, what I 
thought, what I felt — I became 
sick of myself. I never knew 
how far down someone could 
drop, especially after being up 
so high.” 
Apparently. Spitz had never 
been challengedlike this, where 
he was expected to explain 
views, theories, opinions on 
matters from politics to adver­ 
tising integrity that he had 
rarely ever considered before. 
He had always been told how to 
train, when to go to bed, what to 
e at Now. he was in a new and 
frightening and. worst of all, a 
seemingly alien environment. 
“It took a few years to realize 
that, gee whiz, what do I care if 
I don’t meet the expectations of 
people I don’t even know. 
Maybe I began to grow up. I 
began to realize that not all in­ 
terviewers hated me before 
they talked to me. 1 stopped 
always trying to defend myself. 
I opened up a little. I began to 
be happier with myself. 
”1 began to become more ac­ 
cessible. Then one late after­ 
noon a few months ago I was on 
a radio talk show in Miami. A 
woman called and really ripped 


into me. It was unbelievable. 
She said I was a rotten Jew, a 
rotten American, a rotten 
representative erf the Olympics 
because she said I had fled 
Munich. 
"The engineers finally shut 
her off. The host on the show 
began to apologize profusely to 
me. I hadn’t said a word. Then a 
call came in from a man who 
said he had just driven off the 
road to telephone. He said, ‘I 
want you to know how much 1 
disagreed with that woman. 
What did she expect you to do, 
grab a bayonet and single- 
handedly fight the Arabs?’ 
“ Then another call sup­ 
porting me. And another. Pret­ 
ty soon the place was lighting 
up like a battlefield with people 
coming to my defense. I felt 
like crying. It was fantastic. It 
was the most remarkable thing 
that ever happened to me in my 
life.”

Lockheed chases 
auditors 


WASHINGTON - The incredible 
Lockheed Corp., plagued with mis­ 
m anagem ent, on the brink of 
bankruptcy, under fire for bribery, had 
the temerity recently to chase federal 
auditors from its door. 
is dependent 
whopping 92 
The industrial colossus 
upon the Pentagon for a 
billion w orth of 
business a year. The 
corporate managers 
brought the company 
to such a state that the 
government had to 
bail it out with a $200 
million federal loan 
g u a r a n t e e . 
It 
developed. 
meanwhile, that the 
firm had diverted 
millions to bribe 
foreign officials. 


Yet company of­ 
ficials. according to a Lockheed memo 
intended for corporate eyes only, refused 
to grant government auditors access to 
the books. The auditors were trying to 
determine whether Lockheed had taken 
unwarranted and excessive profits on a 
number of Pentagon contracts, which is 
strictly forbidden by law. 


Despite limited access to Lockheed’s 
books, examiners for the Defense 
Contract Audit Agency (DCAA) dis­ 
covered that the corporation may have 
taken $83 million too much profit during 
fiscal 1972. 
The DCAA auditors found, for exam­ 
ple, that Lockheed improperly charged 
the government $36.6 million for con­ 
tributions. advertisements, sales promo­ 
tions and entertainment. DCAA docu­ 
ments also contend that the firm charged 
Uncle Sam 
‘almost $2 million" for 
questions Me “overhead costs “ 


Normally the Renegotiation Board, not 
the DCAA. polices military contracts. 
The board is a toothless tiger that, more 
often than not. accepts the contractors’ 
figures without bothering to verify them. 
Lockheed’s books had aroused such 
notoriety, however, that the board asked 
the DCAA for help This apparently up­ 
set the corporate brass 


“DCAA did attempt to pursue such 
audit activities in two of our divisions.’’ 
reported Thomas J. O’Hara, a corporate 
vice president, in an April 1 memo, “but 
I refused to grant them access ’’ 


He contended that the Renegotiation 
Board should be conducting the audit.

declaring militantly: “The industry 
must line up its argument as to why the 
DCAA’s role in renegotiation is ill- 
advised, illegal and-or improper." 
The documents reveal why defense 
contractors would rather deal with the 
Renegotiation Board. In the Lockheed 
case, the board was about to approve the 
company's figures without question until 
one nervous member. Goodwin Chaw, 
raised objections. He wanted the DCAA 
to che^k the books. 
The request brought an immediate 
protest from board member Christopher 
Sylvester, whose pro-industry bias had 
been unshaken by Lockheed’s mis­ 
feasance. “The contractor must be con­ 
sidered as a satisfactory performer," 
argued Sylvester with quixotic logic. 
"Were it otherwise. Lockheed would not 
be the nation's largest defense contrac­ 
tor today." 
Nevertheless, the DCAA examiners 
were brou^it in. It didn’t take them long 
to discover $83 million in misused money 
that the Renegotiation Board was about 
to overlook. 
Meanwhile. Rep Joseph Minish, D - 
N J.. has pushed legislation through the 
House that would give DCAA a larger 
role in examining the books of defense 
contractors. The bill is bitterly opposed 
by Lockheed, as an internal memoran­ 
dum makes clear. 
"It has passed the House and is 
hopefully stalled in the Senate..." states 
the memo. “June 30 is the drop dead 
date." 
But the bill didn’t quite expire on June 
30, no thanks to Senate Finance 
Chairman Russell Long, D.-La., who has 
let it gather cobwebs in his committee 
NO GO GOER - In a confidential 
study, the General Accounting Office 
(GAO) has confirmed our assessment of 
two years ago that the Army s 
celebrated aquatic truck, known in 
military circles as the GOER, belongs in 
the Pentagon’s hail of horrors. 
Two years ago. we reported that the 
brass hats had spent $90 million to 
develop and produce the swimming 
truck But* on test runs, the drivers 
frequently found themselves in water 
above their ankles On one unhappy occa­ 
sion. according to confidential Army 
reports, a GOER was driven Into the 
Chesapeake Bay for a trial run. With the 
brass proudly watching, the vehicle 
"swamped and sank.' 
The GOER's inability to swim, 
however, was merely its most obvious 
shortcoming It also had bad brakes, 
faulty steering and an inadequate alter­ 
nator. transmission, front axle and 
fl»g !*g"!£ 
Its personnel heater didn't work, the 
noise level was a "health hazard“ and 
the truck lurched so violently that it 
made the drivers feel like throwing up. 
Army spokesmen, nevertheless, bravely 
defended the sad GOER. 
Now the GAO, it turns out. has found 
that we underestimated the deficiencies 
Among the truck’s other problems, the 
government auditors found these: 
-T he GOER's "bounce prevents the 
operator from maintaining foot contact 
with the accelerator." 
—"The bouncing also causes driver 
fatigue." which must be “monitored 
carefully to preclude errors.“ 
—Because of the high noise level in the 
cab, "crew members must wear sound 
attenuators,* ’’ That’s the military’s way 
of saying ear plugs But there's a slight 
hitch: the "sound attenuators ... 
eliminate the crew’s ability to detect 
audible danger signals and hear instruc­ 
tions given them." 
Finally, the GAO investigators noted, 
the GOER has maintenance problems 
When one of the trucks breaks down, un­ 
fortunately. "the only vehicle that can 
retrieve a disabled GOER is another 
GOER" 


Pursuant to my commitment to give 
presumptive credence to tales of torture 
that satisfy three conditions — (1) They 
must allegedly have taken place in a 
closed society; 2) the society in question 
must have declined to permit an in­ 
vestigation of them; and 3) the operation 
must not give off an overwhelming 
ideological stink — I 
report on a massacre 
said to have taken 
place at the federal 
prison of P uerto 
Boniato in Oriente 
Province, Cuba, last 
September 1. 
It was U a.m. in 
Ward No. 4. One 
hundred political 
prisoners are listening 
to Laureano Valdes- 
Gallardo in cell No. 13 
howling in pain from a 
tetanus infection caused when he ham­ 
mered out two of his teeth with a prison 
spoon. The prisoners have been in 
solitary for six years; naked; locked in­ 
side windowless steel-planked cells. 
Several have lost their minds. One is 
blind. The howling of Valdes-Gallardo in­ 
creases. His fellow inmates start to 
hammer with their aluminum plates and 
mugs at the heavy steel planks that 
cover the windows, to draw attention to 
the sick man. 
11:30 a.m. Patrols surround the 
building. Machine guns are mounted and 
pointed at the steel windows. Visitors 
spending time with the non-political 
prisoners are ordered to leave the prison 
because a mass escape is allegedly under 
way. The premises cleared, the guards 
break into Ward No. 4, open up the cells, 
take out the prisoners, hitting them with 
rifle butts, fracturing skulls with 
machetes. They are pushed to the end of 
the hallway. 
Gerardo Gonzalez-Alavarez, a Protes­ 
tant minister, opens his arms and in­ 
tones the sacred phrase, "Forgive them 
Lord, for they know not what they do." 
Lt 
Paul Perez de-la-Rosa orders a 
machine gun burst. It cuts off the head of 
the minister. Enrique Diaz-Correa 
rushes to his friend. Three bullets pierce 
his body. He falls dead over the 
minister’s corpse. The blind man. 
Wilfredo Martinez, is whiplashed with a 
thick steel cable; he too is mortally 
wounded 
Others among the survivors are 
savagely beaten. One cell door has 
remained shut. The cell’s occupant shouts 
out. protesting the massacre. Lt. 
Figueroa opens the door and shoots 
Evelio Hernandez. The guards pick up 
the body and throw it into the hallway. 
3 p.m. Six of the wounded have been 
transferred to the hospital. The remain­ 
ing 64 wounded are piled seven and eight 
per narrow ceil. The guards hose down 
the bloodstained floors and walls and 
begin to fill in the bullet holes 


September 6. 12:00 noon. Guards 
wielding sledge hammers break down 
the doors to Ward No. 4. Other soldiers, 
dressed in yellow uniform and un­ 
derwear and armed with rods and 
chains, stage a mock mutiny. They at­ 
tack the guards as if attempting a mass 
escape. Guards fall to the ground. The 
scene is filmed and photographed by 
came mien from the Ministry of the 
Interior. It is a grotesque effort to justify 
the murders of the previous week. 
Way back on November 13, Senator 
Jesse Helms put that story into the 
Congressional Record. He was not, he 
said, himself in a position to guarantee 
the authenticity of the document that 
brought him the allegations. "If anyone 
has any doubt that these events took 


place, then let him apply to Castro for 
permission to go to Cuba to see for 
himself. Indeed, let a whole group of 
newsmen go, newsmen representing a 
broad political spectrum and different 
countries. Let them have permission to 
go where they like to talk to whomsoever 
they like, without intimidation of witnes­ 
ses. Then we shall know the truth." 
It is time now, six months later, to 
note the record. No delegation con­ 
stituted, no committee from the United 
Nations, no public clamor. From 
Amnesty International (fan reply to a 
query from this quarter) only this: "AI.. 
is currently attempting to ascertain the 
authenticity of the allegations." 
Remember the rule: Under the cir­ 
cumstances. presume Castro guilty.

Last we beard, 
Vandenberg AFB 
wanted in on the new 
plant and Mission 
Hills is still consider­ 
ing it assuming they 
can find the funds to 
join 
Nevertheless, when 
we get it finished, we 
won’t wait for the 
others to join. We understand they can 
join anytime later while we are flushing 
our toilets under the new system. 
We intend to send a reporter up to the 
new site sometime this summer for a 
complete progress report on the installa­ 
tion and for an idea of how the massive 
iacility is supposed to work. 
The other day we were reading some 
scientific journal (not ordinarily our 
steady reading diet, but many do come 
across our desk) that made us wonder a 
bit why we had to spend so much money 
on a new sewer plant.

situation was a bit different. They were 
having trouble complying with the En­ 
vironmental Protection Agency stan­ 
dards involving the high content of crud. 
But back to the story. Seems that 
chemists for Dwight and Church Co., 
largest producer of bicarbonate of soda 
(baking soda) discovered that their stuff 
is good for a lot of things that Ml sewage * 
systems. It evidently has the ability to 
absorb either excess acidity or excess 
alkalinity and alio acts like a "vitamin" 
for busy little crud-digesting bacteria.

Mexico's 
capitalist 
oppressor 


MONTERREY, Mexico - (NEA) - Is 
Donald Duck a bad influence on this side 
of the border? A nti-A m erican 
nationalists here are spreading the word 
that the quacker, read by millions of 
semiliterate Mexicans, is a tool of 
capitalism and an enemy of the working 
man. He is forever trying to get Uncle 
Scrooge’s millions, is 
he not? And what 
about Huey, Louie and 
Dewey — all they 
seem to want from life 
is another nickel for 
the ice cream store. 
Less publicly, the 
nationalists whisper 
about Mr. Duck’s per­ 
sonal life. Why doesn’t 
he marry Daisy and 
make her an honest 
woman? Clearly the 
foul-mouthed 
little 
beast is only interested in the pursuit of 
material pleasures. He lies, he cheats, 
he plots, he blasphemes — and, by the 
way, does he ever do an honest day’s 
work? 
If the nationalists had their way, no 
doubt, D. Duck would never again cor­ 
rupt the pious instincts of the Mexican 
peasantry. Lacking such censorship 
authority, however, critics use the comic 
character as an example of what 
America has become through capitalism 
and what Mexico must avoid through 
socialism. Better the people should read 
Marx then Mickey Mouse, except there 
are fewer pictures. 
To be sure, Disney is still the author of 
choice among Mexico’s 56 million 
citizens. But the other fellow has had a 
growing and increasingly influential 
following — so much so, actually, that 
democrats on both sides of the border 
are once again asking an old evasive, but 
decidedly worrisome question: is Mexico 
going Communist? 
The evidence of recent years is in­ 
conclusive, but not to be ignored. At the 
least, Mexico is going in the opposite 
direction from democracy. The party 
that has ruled the country since the 
re v o lu tio n 
(th e I n s t i t u t i o n a l 
Revolutionary Party, or PRI) has 
become a synonym for absolute 
authority. It now has a closed shop in the 
Mexican senate, controls 96 per cent of 
the Mexican house, and rules in 9 out of 
10 state and local offices. Its presidential 
candidate this year, Jose Lopez Portillo, 
is running without opposition. 
Since PRI has become ever more 
liberal in its philosophy, conservative 
Americans and Mexicans are seeing 
. Reds behind every mesquite shrub. Last 
month 30 U.S. congressmen wrote Presi­ 
dent Ford of the Mexican “situation " At 
the same time concerned groups in Mex­ 
ico, such as the Mexican Institute for 
Social and Economic Research, are 
saying: "We are losing our freedoms. 
Things go had here. The state is sub­ 
verted by socialists." 
This pessimism is particularly strong 
in Monterrey, the industrial center of 
northern Mexico, and free enterprise to 
the last peso. Lunch hour here is filled 
with gloomy talk of agrarian reform, 
educational prejudice and economic in­ 
stability 
And with reason. When it 
wishes, the government can confiscate 
the private property of anyone owning 
more than 220 acres. Since higher educa­ 
tion is dependent on government funding, 
it is also openly subservient to govern­ 
ment propaganda. As for the economy, 
present inflation is about 18 per cent. 
The gloomiest conversationalist of all 
in Monterrey, perhaps, is P.E. Madero, 
an executive of Mexico’s opposition 
party (the National Action Party, or 
PAN). He was to have been tbe opposi­ 
tion candidate for president this year, 
but lacking any chance the party decided 
against going through the motions of an 
authentic democratic contest. 
Says Madero: "The elections are 
always a fraud. When people vote for one 
man. they find the government saying 
they have voted for another man It is 
very discouraging The government con­ 
trols everything. The government 
decides everything. People have no 
power anymore to change this. It is a 
very dangerous time for Mexico." 
The precise danger is unknown For 
everyone here who believes the country 
is going Communist, there is another 
who feels the next revolution will be led 
by the fascists. Meanwhile, as usual, few 
in authority are paying much attention 
north of the line. Wherever Mexico is go­ 
ing, America may be the last to know. 
We seem to share little with these people 
except a 1.500-mile border and Donald
